Now the good fight is being waged to win labor more 
than the inadequate time allotment of one and a half 
hours for its demonstration for jobs, civil liberties and

THE DULLES-NIXON ACT 


THE WASHINGTON TEAM of Dulles-Eisenhower- 
Nixon is playing cat and mouse with the American people— 
and their sons of army age. 

Similarly, they are twisting, twisting, twisting the 
- arms of their “Allies” in West Europe and in the UN. 

To get what? 

First, to blackmail France into keeping up the Indo- 
china war, which France wants to end at the April 26 Gen- 
eva Conference. : | 

Second, to get manpower for war, infantry, or what is 
known as cannon fodder for “the next Korea,” for the plan- 
ned “Nixon War” in Indochina. 

Wall Street Journal writer Roy Cromley noted yester- 
day that Dulles deliberately wanted Nixon to start his 
“trial balloon” for sending GIs into Indochina. If the peo- 
ple’s outcry was to great, then any other increase in Amer- 
ican intervention, however great, would seem like a de- 
feat for the extreme proposal of sending GI infantry. That 


is the scheme. 
And if Washington decides to steal Indochina (pardon 


us, we should say “save for freedom”) both from the French 
imperialists and the Indochinese people, then they would 
try to pull another Truman-style “police action” as in 
Korea. 


DULLES’ STATEMENT YESTERDAY that Nixon's 
scheme for rushing GI infantry is “unlikely” shows that 
_ the kickback from the American people was too hot, for 
the moment. 

That is why Lodge is warning his UN “allies” that they 
will have to contribute “maximum manpower’ to this “next 
Korea” which Nixon and the Administration are clearly 
- planning. The French won't fight. The Asian people have

Such comforting counsel is 
the logical culmination of the 
sole “program” and “prospect” 
offered us by the anti-Commu- 
nists. _They would have us sign 
a suicide pact with the capitalist 
system. But history teaches that 
mankind managed to survive and 
increase through the eons be- 
fore capitalism, and that one- 
third of the human race already 
seems able to carry on after cap- 
italism. The Alsops to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, there 
would appear to be some ground 
for hope.

© “End the ‘Cold War’ and 
Promote Friendship and Trade!” 

Spelled out, these measures 
include massive government-sup- 
ported housing, health, conserva- 
tion, power development, flood 
control, rural road building pro- 
grams, and “a substantial increase 
in unemployment and old-age 
benefits”; also “a return to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's policy of big 
power negotiation and agree- 
ment, “including People’s China; 
the widest promotion of peace- 
ful world trade; and an end to 
the arms race and to the policy 
of encircling the globe with U.S. 
military bases; an end to the re- 
militarization of Germany and 
Japan; no intervention in the in- 
ternal affairs of other nations and 
the recognition of the right of 
all nations to govern themselves. 

The concreteness of this pro- 
gram is a welcome contrast to 
the platitudes and abstractions of 
the Republicar’s and Democratic 
. But there is another 
eature which deserves attention 
—its feasibility.

This led to a general 
wage cut last year. Now there 
is pressure for another, still 
heavier, wage cut. 

The only consequences of that 
policy were lower earnings for 
the low-paid workers, greater 
speedup (more looms per work- 
er) and a decline of employment 
in the industry to the level of 
1932, according to the union’s 
own economist. 

The starting point for that 
toboggan-like plunge was the 
theory that a union has a “part- 
nership’ with employers and’ 
therefore has the duty to help 
him run his business. That is 
exacily the approach of Richard 
T. Gosser, vice-president of 
UAW, who engineered the deal 
with Kaiser. He put it flatly to 
the workers that the plan he pro- 
poses would secalt in an im- 
mediate cut in earnings of 5 to 
10 percent; a cut. in employment 
by about five reent and an 
increase in “efficiency” in -90 
dzys to six months that would 
bring the total to a 20 percent 
reduction in labor coasts to Kai- 
ser, so he could compete with 
the “Big Three.” And after mak- 
‘ing it clear that the workers 
would have to work harder for 
less money, Gosser warned the 
workers “not to buy this. plan 
unless you are really sincere and 
you will work to make it suc- 
cessful.” 

The “Gosser plan” is simply 
a scheme to get the workers to 
accept more of the burden of 
the crisis and it is sold to them 
. as the alternative to idleness 
and hunger. It is an invitation 
to hunger, as any —— of
